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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment requires that, in a method of improving gene therapy by increasng the level of 
expression of a recombinant protein in vivo in cells of an individual, the "individual's endogenous protein is not a mutant". Applicant has 
not pointed to specific support in the specification for this new limitation, and none is readily apparent, so it constitutes new matter. The 
claims are drawn to methods of improving gene therapy wherein the indevidual expresses a form of the gene of interest endogenously. 
The specification as filed defines gene therapy generally as a means for compensating for a mutant protein that is expressed by an 
individual. See page 2, lines 8 and 9. That is, gene therapy is provided to individuals who express a mutant protein for the purpose of 
providing a wild type version of that protein. The Examiner did not find support in the specification for any method of gene therapy that is 
performed on an individual who expresses a target protein that is not the product of a mutant gene. It follows that the specification as filed 
does not support methods of improving gene therapy in a method performed on an individual whose endogenous protein is not a mutant . 

Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): As Applicant pointed out at pages 15 and 17 of the response, 
the 103 rejections over Fan '964, Fan '919, and Fan '135 were withdrawn in the Advisory Action of 6/21/06. The failure to delete these 
rejections from the the action of 4/17/07 was a typographical error.
